A groan carries through the halls 
as the students of North Canyon High 
School are presented with the Arizona 
Student Assessment Program, 
otherwise known as the ASAP. 

This year Seniors and teachers 
who had prepared for the day-long set 
of exams were thrown a curve; new 
superintendant of public instruction 
Lisa Graham cancelled the tests. Ina 
memo to all the schools, she said there 
was concern over whether or not the 
tests were testing what they were 
supposed to test. 

The cancellation was for this year 
only, and it did not affect the ASAP 
tests that the school administered at 
each class level. 

ASAPs, the tests that replaced the 
Iowa Test of Basic Skills, test students 
on their ability to apply the writing, 
reading, and arithmatic abilities they 
learned in school rather than picking 
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from a group of pre-selected answers 
off a multiple choice test. 

“Students are able to demonstrate 
their competency at different levels. It 
allows the students to show this by 
actually applying the information, not 
justrecopitulating what they velearned 
back out again,”explained Cathy 
Flesner, counselor. 

Now more than ever ASAPs are 
becoming anaccepted but disliked part 
of the school year. Senior Steve Rust 
said, “I don’t think ASAPs are a bad 
idea, but I don’t like the way thery are 
set up.” 

Although disliked, ASAPs will 
either have to be modified or accepted 
by the class of 2000, as passing them 
will be a requirement for graduation. 
Starting this year ASAP scores were to 
show upon senior transcripts - before 
they were cancelled.
